Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

'D’ Company of 8th Battalion Central Reserve Police was 
posted at Mao in Manipur State, on operational duties. On 
nn information received by Company Commander Shri Ram 
Singh Balot, during January/February, 1969 that Hostiles had 
entered Manipur State, he decided to take counter-measures 
to capture them. Head Constable Ragliunath Bhaiekar who 
was the Company Havildar Major of ‘D’ Company volunteer- 
ed to go on operational duties. 

On the 27lh February, 1969, Company Havildar Major 
Bhaiekar was with his Company Commander in the Company 
Column, from 0400 hours onwards going along a jungle 
track in the MAO hills to search a hill feature 8809 feet 
high (RE 5149), in an attempt to locate hostile hide-outs. 

At approximately 0600 hours on that day, they reached a 
bifurcation on the track along which they were proceeding 
at the foot of the hill feature. Company Havildar Major 
Bhaiekar on being ordered went up the hillock with his 


Platoon. His party was suddenly fired upon by the hostiles 
from close range and was thus pinned down to the ground. 
The enemy was strong in numbers and occupied well dug-in 
positions and had opened up with medium and light machine 
guns, automatic rifles and grenudes. The hostiles shouted 
'charge' thrice and tried to over run the party. Company 
Havildar Major Bhaiekar was quick and sharp to react and 
retaliated from his Platoon position in an effective manner 
that the enemy was unable to interfere with his column even 
though fire was exchanged for about one and a half hours. 
He moved about from one position to another cheering his 
men up and adjusting their firing positions to the best advan- 
tage. In so doing he was exposed to hostilo fire. As ho was 
trying to reach the proximity of the hostile position he was 
mortally wounded below his chest. He foil to the ground 
and, despite profuse bleeding, continued to direct the opera- 
tions. He himself kept on firing till the last round. 

Company Havildar Major Bhaiekar was given first-aid and 
evacuated to a position of safety in the rear of the column, 
but the hostiles intensified their fire, As the situation grew 
untenable and a counter attack became imminent he imme- 
diately bade his friends to leave him there and attack the 
hostiles. In the meanwhile, due to profuse bleeding, he died. 
His last words were “Charge, Charge, Charge.’’ 

His was an outstanding example of devotion to duty, 
courage, determination and holding the interest of his men 
and Nation above self, to his last breath. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(1) of tha 
rules governing the award of the President’s Police and Fire 
Services Medal and consequently carries with it the sp.ecial 
allowance admissible under rule 5, with effect from the 27th 
February, 1969.

The gang of ducuit Surat Singh Ahir had been, commuting 
dacoities, murders and kidnappings in the districts of Kota, 
Guna and Shivpuri of Madhya Pradesh tor 14 years. On 
tile night of 21st December, 1969, Shri Ramesh Chandra 
Shitole was detailed with a Police party to intercept the gang 
of Surat Singh near a Nala in the jungle of Madanpur through 
which the dacoit was likely to pass. The Police party waited 
in the Nala for nearly 3 hours. At about mid-night they saw 
some persons approaching towards them at a distance of 
hardly 10 yards. Shri Shitole challenged the dacoits who 
opened lire on the Police party. Notwithstanding the grave 
danger to their lives the Police party under the leadership of 
Shri Shitole and Shri Hardas, returned the fire with great 
determination, courage and vigour and killed dacoit Surat 
Singh. 

In this encounter Shri Ramesh Chandra Shitole and Shri 
Hardas displayed great courage and devotion to duty.

On the 25th January, 1970, while Shri Durga 
Prasad, Head Constable, was coming in a bus from Jhansi to 
Shivpuri, Narayan Singh boarded the bame bus on the way. 
Shri Durga Prasad recognised the dacoit but kept quiet. 
When the bus stopped at Amola, he, with the assistance of 
Constable Gulam Mohammad, who was on duty at the bus 
6tand, asked the dacoit to surrender. The dacoit immediately 
took out two revolvers and fired at Shri Durga Prasad, Shri 
Durga Prasad ducked and saved himself. Then both Shri 
Durga Prasad and Shri Gulam Mohammad, jn disregard of 
their personal safety, grappled with the dacoit who was hold- 
ing loaded revolvers in nis hands, till some more Policemen 
came from the Police Station, disarmed the dacoit and over- 
powered him. 

Shri Durga Prasad and Shri Gulam Mohammad showed 
great presence of mind, initiative and courage of a high order.

— The Government of India have 
decided to set up a one-man Commission under the Commis- 
sion of Inquiry Act, 1952, headed by Shri (Justice) J. N. 
Takru, Retired Judge of Allahabad High Court. 

2. The terms of reference of the Commission will be as 
follows : — 

(a) (1) to determine whether any payment to Bechtels 

(as Design Engineers and overall Supervisors in 
Ganhati-Siliguri Pipeline and as Design Moni- 
tors and Project Managers in Haldia-Barauni- 
Kanpur Pipeline) was made in excess of the 
amount sanctioned by Government and if so, 
was such payment justified ? 

(ii) was the induction of Bechtels info th« afore- 
said projects mala-fide, and were they shown 
any undue favour by officials of the IRL/ 
Government. 

(b) to determine whether there have been omissions in 
regard to scrutinising, editing, compiling and main- 
taining contractual documents relating to th e inves- 
tigations, designs, construction and supervision of 
the Haldia-Barauni-Kanpur pipeline and whether the 
negotiatioas leading to the contracts were carried 
out diligently and whether adequate records of the 
negotiations were kept; 

(c) whether the then Managing Director, IRL, acted on 
his own by passing the Board of Directors in his 


dealings with Snam and Bechtels in vital matters 
concerning the capacity of the Haldia-Barauni- 
Kanpur Pipeline, and whether the amendment of the 
contract adversely affected the capacity of the pipe- 
line, and whether negligence or improper motive is 
substantiated against the MD, IRL, for not bringing 
these to ihe notice of the Board/Goverrunent and, 
in particular, whether the General Manager and 
MD were perfunctory and casual in dealing with an 
important communication of the 26th September, 
1 963 from Bechtels to TRL mentioning the design 
capacity of Haldia-Baraunj Pipeline as 1.9 million 
tonnes per year; 

(d) to investigate the circumstances in which the sanc- 
tion for the total project cost of HBK pipeline was 
not issued by Government and whether there was 
any loss to the public interest as a result; 

(e) in view of the objections raised by West Bengal 
Government and Indian Mining experts over the 
laying of the pipeline over coal bearing area, to 
advise whether there was any carelessness and 
negligence in discharge of responsibilities by 
Govcrnment/IRL/lOC officials; 

(f) to determine th e circumstances in which the IRL) 
IOC spent money in excess of the sanctioned esti- 
mates in the case of the GSPL Project; 

(p) to investigate the circumstances under which IRL/ 
Government awarded the construction contracts for 
Gnuhati-Siliguri and Haldia-Barauni-Kanpur pipe- 
lines to Snam-Saipem on negotiated basis without 
calling for global tenders; 

(h) to advise on whether there has been any negligence 
or carelessness or mala-fide motive on the part of 
any of the officers of Govemment/IRL/IOC and 
their staff in the discharge of their duties on any of 
the foregoing or other related issues, which, in the 
opinion of the Commission, are relevant; 

(i) arising out of (h); to recommend further action, if 
any, that must be taken against particular officials 
whose conduct is assessed as meriting this; and 

(j) generally, to report on any other matter that is rele- 
vant, in the opinion of the Commission, 

3. The Commission will devise its own procedures. It mav 
call for such information and take such evidence as it may 
consider necessary. The Ministries/Departments of Govern- 
ment of India will furnish such information and render such 
assistance as may be required by the Commission. The Gov- 
ernment of India trust that the Government of West Bengal 
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and all others concerned wil lextend their fullest co-operation 
and assistance to the Commission. 

4. The Commission will submit its report within a period 
of six months. 

5. The Headquarters of the Commission will be at New 
Delhi.
